At this season of the year the ques 
ilon of how to pick out the laying hen 
often comes up. Many have recom- 
mended the use of trap nests. This 
may sound very well to persons who 
have had no actual experience with 
them, but any ene who has looked 
after trap nests knows that it is no sim- 
ple matter. Attention has to be given 
at intervals every day if a complete 
record is to be had. They have to be 
looked after Sundays and holidays as | 
well as other days, fourth of July and 
Christmas included. Of course, trap 
nests have their place, but it isn’t in 
the hen house of the average farmer 
or poultryman. How then is the poul- 
try keeper going to pick out the busi- 
ness hen? .It is quite a simple mat- 
ter. The hardest problem perhaps is 
If one | 
doesn't mind spending an evening now 
and then with the chickens they can 
be easily handled after dark. If the

Young Fruit Trees 
Should Be Protected 


Painting With Lime Sulphur Is Ef- 
tective Against Mice and Rabbits. 
u E: N, CORY, 
Maryland Agricultural College. 

This is the time of the year when 
every fruit grower or farmer who has 
® young orchard should take steps to 

revent rabbits and mice from injur- 
ing his trees. 

The rabbit- is especially fond of the 
succulent bark of young apple trees, 
frequently feeding upon it when other 
food is plentiful. They gnaw away 
the bark, often girdling the trees or 
injuring them to such an extent that 
It becomes necessary to replace the 


| When weeds or grass are allowed to 
| He cloge to the base of apple trees, 
| feld mice frequently make their nests 
| there and when food becomes scarce 
feed upon the bark. f 

The best method of preventing the 
Injury from thése two animals is to 
j Paint the trunks of the trees with lime 
| sulphur wash. Uge at the same strength 
as for scale control, that is: one part 
of concentrated lime sulphur to nime 
parts of water, adding enough Itme 
to. make a thick-paint. To make one 
į barrel of paint, place five gallons of 
| concentrated lime sulphur (obtainable 
|in most any farmer's supply house) in 
® barrel; add 30 pounds of stone lime 
{and allow to slake vigorously. Do not 
| allow the lime to ‘burn, but have water 
jat hand to add gradually. Finally, af- 
ter the slaking has ended, add suff- 
olent water to fill the barrel and stir 
| vigorously. 
| Paint this material on the trunks 
of the trees from the ground line up 
two feet, and you will not be both- 
ered by rabbits or mice. 

Wire or wood protectors Are not B0 
good. One is expensive and fhe other 
holds the snow and water so that the 
weather, when there is alternate freer- 
ing and thawing, the trees are Mable 
to injury from frost.

More Pharaohs Needed In Agriculture. 
Farm products have no credit and 
perhaps can never have on a perma- 
‘nent and satisfactory basis unless we 


build warehouses, cold storage plants, 
elevators, etc., for without storage and 
eredit facilities, the south is com- 
pelled to dump tts crop on the market 
at harvest time; The Farmers’ Unions 
in the cotton producing states have 
for the past ten years persistently ad- 
vocated the construction of storage 
facilities. We have built during this 
period 2,000 warehouses with a ca- 
pacity of approximately 4,000,000 bales 
and looking backward the results 
would seem encouraging, but looking 
‘forward, we are able to house less 
than: one-third of the crop and ware- 
houses without a credit system lose 
90 per cent of their usefulness. The 
problem is a. gigantic one—too great 
for the farmer to solve unaided. He 
must have the assistance of the bank- 
er, the merchant and the government.
